Patrol car 
bids tabled 


Bids for six new cars for the 
Madison County Sheriff's Office 
were tabled by the Madison 
County Board Wednesday 
morning after Board Member 
Rodger Elble of Wood River 
said he feels the autos can be 
purchased cheaper through the 
state of Illinois. 

Elble, chairman of the 
county’s Central Services 
Committee, said the committee 
found that a bid from Highland 
Pontiac of Highland was the 
Jowest at $23,835 for the six cars, 
but recommended that the bids 
be rejected since the county 
might save money, in the long 
run, by purchasing cars through 
the state. 

Elble said 1978 Plymouths, 
the same as used by the state 
police, could be purchased for 
$5,157 each, including the 
delivery “charge. Cars now 
planned for trade-ins could be 
sold outright by the county 

Board Member Fred Dalton 
said some of the cars proposed 
for trade-ins have only 40,000 
miles on them and he suggested 
they be kept at least 20,000 more 
miles. 

Dalton also said there was 
only $25,000 in the budget for 
new sheriff's cars and in- 
surance, and that accepting the 
Highland Pontiac bid would

processing facility moving into 
a portion of the former General 
Steel Castings plant (the former 
Commonwealth plant) in the 
near future was brought before 
the Granite City Council 
Tuesday night, with aldermen 
approving preliminary plans to 
back industrial revenue bonds 
for the plant. 

Michigan Metal Processing 
Corp., Detroit, Mich., has been 
negotiating with Granite City 
Steel, which now owns the 
General Steel buildings, and 
with Granite City Mayor Paul 
Schuler to locate a processing 
plant here, it was disclosed. 

Within about two years, the 
company would employ about 
100 persons, Albert Jackson,

The board did vote to increase

committee, said. 

It also was noted that the 
Illinois Department of Public 
Aid ‘has indicated it may soon 
begin paying 100 percent of the 
cost of keeping public aid 
patients in the facilities. It now 
pays only about three-fourths of 
the cost, the board was told 

Clinton County will increase 
the charge to this county from 
$15 to $25 per day, effective Feb. 
1, for keeping Madisan County 
prisoners in the Clinton County 
Jail 

Holding of prisoners in jails 
outside of this county has been 
made necessary by over- 
crowding at the Madison County 
Jail, for which a replacement 
jail is being built. The issue was 
referred to the buildings 
committee for study. 

Board Member - Daniel 
Partney of Granite City 
requested that a feasibility 
study be conducted regarding 
three full-time mechanics 
employed by the sheriff's office. 

He said the study might show 
too many mechanics are em- 
ployed for the extent of repair 
work they do, and that the 
money could be better spent by 
replacing one of the mechanics 
with a deputy who could be put 
on patrol duty. 

He said the three mechanics 
drew a total of $35,000. in 
salaries. last year, and pur- 
chased $4,000 worth of parts. 
Comparing the expenditures for 
labor and for parts, he said he 
doubts the ratio should be that 
high if the mechanics were 
doing an adequate amount of 
work. 

The board also voted to pay 
unemployment compensation 
benefits directly for county 
employees who may be laid off.

Under the memorandum of 
intent, the city would sell the 
tax-free municipal bonds and 
would own the plant, which 
Michigan Metal Processing 
would then lease from the city. 

Money from the leasing would 
be used to retire the bonds and 
interest. 

At the end of the lease term, 
the company “will have an 
option to purchase the project 
for a nominal amount,” ac- 
cording to the: documents ap- 
proved by the council 

The documents also stipulate, 
“The revenue bond or bonds ... 
shall never constitute an in- 
debtedness ... or a loan of credit 
.. and such fact shall be plainly 
stated on the face of each of said 
bonds."” 

Brewer said the provision for 
home rule municipalities to 
issue industrial revenue bonds 
was designed by the writers of 
thé 1970 Mlinois Constitution to 
help Illinois attract more in- 
dustry. 

The city can sell the 
municipal bonds, which are tax- 
free, at a lower interest rate 
than normal revenue bonds, in 
order to provide incentives for 
both the industries and the bond 
purchasers, it was related 

The Constitution clearly 
Stipulates that cities cannot be 
made responsible for repaying 
the bonds, and this protects 
them and assures that home 
rule cities can enter into such 
agreements without © risk, 
Brewer concluded

Venice city unemployment pay 


Venice aldermen voted 
Tuesday night to have the city 
pay one percent of wages an- 
nually for each city employee in 
order to comply with Jan. 1, 
1978, unemployment insurance 
requirements. 

City Attorney Harry Hartman 
said, “‘The city under the 
Illinois Unemployment Com- 
pensation Act must now pay 
into the state fund. 

“The city may elect to pay 
one per cent of each employee's 
salary up to $6,000, which would 
be $60 per employee a year, or 
the council may elect to 
reimburse the state for all 
monies paid by the state under 
the act.” 

It was estimated that the one 
percent for city and McKinley 
Bridge employees would be 
approximately $3,500 a year. 

It was also pointed out by 
Hartman that one claim could 
Tun over $5,000 if the city chose 
the reimbursement plan. 

McKinley Bridge Manager 
Thomas Fields said, ‘‘Our daily 
traffic average for the month of 
December 1977 was 8,453 
vehicles, with a total of 261,503 
crossing during the month. 

“This is a 1,525 per day in- 
crease over December of 1976.

Dixon tripling 
job protection 
for employees 


Secretary of State Alan J 
Dixon's new merit code will 
triple the number of employees 
under code job protections in his 
office, he said in remarks 
prepared for presentation today 
at a dinner of the members of 
the Madison County Bar 
Association at  Charlie’s 
Restaurant in Granite City. 

“Our new, separate merit 
employment ‘code, signed into 
law last May, is the first for any 
statewide elected officer other 
than the governor,”’ Dixon said. 

“Until now, about a third of 
our employees have been 
protected under the state 
personnel code controlled by the 
governor's office. 

“From now on, at least 95 
percent of.our work force will be 
covered. 

“There are some general 
exemptions such as myself, our 
top executives and our personal 
secretaries and administrative 
assistants 

“There are partial exemp- 
tions for a few others, such as 
craftsmen paid at prevailing 
wages, and positions of policy-

plan praised 


Increasing numbers of car- 
pools using the priority lanes on 
northern Virginia’s Shirley 
Highway (Interstate 395) are 
demonstrating that freeway 
lanés reserved for buses and 
carpools have an extremely 


high ability to move people, in. 


— the opinion of U.S. Department 
of Transportation officials 

Shirley Highway is an L1-mile 
freeway in northern Virginia 
serving the national capital 
area with two exclusive express 
lanes for buses and carpools 
and three regular lanes in each 
direction for nonpriority traffic 

In a new report titled 
“Evaluation of Alternative 
Traffic Operations Plans for 
Communter Lanes on the 
Shirley Highway in Virginia,” 
the Department of Tran- 
sportation’s Federal Highway 
Administration (FHWA) 
documents the magnitude of the 
changes in numbers of people 
using the priority lanes through 
early 1977. 

A reserved lane was opened to 
buses in April 1971, and since 
then the number of buses during 
the 6 to 9:30 a.m, period has 
increased from 200 to 500, 
carrying over 16,000 people 
every morning. 

In December 1973, carpools of 
four or more people began using 
two lanes, and they have in- 
creased from 300 to over 3,000 
vehicles carrying about 13,500 
people every morning during 
the same peak period. 

The report shows that the two 
priority bus and carpool lanes 
are accommodating a total of 
29,000 people in 3,500 vehicles 
during “morning rush hours, 
while 25,500, people in 18,300 
vehicles are’ using the three 
regular (nonpriority) lanes. 

Traffic counts during the last 
week in October, after 
publication ,of the report, 
showed that the number of 
carpools using priority lanes in 
the same peak period has in- 
creased to over 3,500 vehicles 
carrying almost 16,000 com- 
muters. 

Commenting on these fin- 
dings, John S. Hassell Jr., FH- 
WA's associate administrator 
for-planning, expressed hope 
that the public will view this in 
terms of the priority lanes’ 
people-cartying rather than 
just vehicle-carrying 
‘capability. 

“These facts should refute the 
claims of ‘under utilization’ on 
the priority lanes,” Hassell 
said, “because these’ priority 
lanes are providing a good level 
of service. They. move almost 
15,000 people in 1,800 vehicles in 
each lane, one of which is 
carrying 8,500 people in 6,000 
vehicles per lane in stop-and-go 
traffic.””

‘Wildlife needs you’ 
is chosen as theme 


More than . 12_ million 
schoolchildren, teachers and 
conservationists are expected 
to participate in National 
Wildlife Week, to be observed 
from March 19 through March 
25 this year. 

“Wildlife Needs You” will be 
the theme for the 4ist annual 
observance of the week that was 
first proclaimed as Wildlife 
Restoration Week by President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt in 1938. 

The observance has been 
sponsored each March sirice 
then by the 3.5 millign-member 
Wildlife Federation 
(NWF), the nation’s largest 
conservation group. 

Wildlife education kits have 
been mailed to 240,000 teachers 
in all 50 states, Guam, Puerto 
Rico and the Virgin Islands. 

Among other materials, the 
kits contain two posters — one 
picturing 16 species of wildlife 
and the other a close-up color 
photograph of a peregrine 
falcon by Canadian wildlife 
photographer David Hancock. 

Both bear the inscription, 
“Wildlife Needs You.” 

The peregrine falcon was 
chosen for the poster, according 
to NWF President Ray Arnett of 
Stockton, Calif., as a symbol of 
public concern over wildlife. 

“The peregrine was ° once 
threatened with extinction by 
pesticides," said Arnett. “But 
when the! publi¢ got concerned 
and did something about 
pesticides, the trend was 
reversed and the bird may now 
survive.” 

It was never a populous 
species, and by 1960 the 
peregrine had nearly disap- 
peared from the eastern United 
States and wag declining 
rapidly in the west. Resear- 
chers blamed the pesticide DDT 
for the bird’s disappearance in 
the Eastern U.S. . 

Because the peregrine is 
carnivorous, at the top of the 
food chain, it accumulated DDT 
by eating other animals that 
had ingested the pesticide. The 
DDT caused the shells of the 
birds’ eggs to become so thin 
that they broke before hatching, 
the Wildlife federation believes. 

In all of the United States, 
only about 20 active nests were 
known to exist in 1969-70. 

A slow turnabout began after 
Congress in 1972, responding to 
the demands of con- 
servationists, virtually 
outlawed the use of DDT and 
similar pesticides in the U.S. 

In 1973, 20 peregrines were 
hatched at Cornell University in 
New York. By the fall of 1977, 
about 133 young birds had been 
released in the wild, both east 


and west of the Rocky Moun- 
tains. 

The Laboratory of 
Ornithology. at Cornell hopes 
within the next seven years to 
establish some breeding pairs 
in the wild in the east and to 
increase the number of 
productive nests in the west. 

The second poster, picturing 
16 varieties of wildlife, ranging 
from the mountain goat to the 
gray treefrog, describes each of 
the animals in three languages 


—2English, Spanish and French: 

A total ‘of 900,000 posters is 
being distributed. 
available are 10,000 small 
stickers picturing the peregrine 
falcon, In the poster picture, the 
falcon’s head is cocked and his 
huge right eye is fixed on the 
photographer in a 
reminiscent of wartime Uncle- 
Sam-Needs-You posters. 

Forty thousand smaller kits 
for children also are in the mail. 
Each includes a letter urging 
youngsters to take their wildlife 


information to school and help _ 


others Jearn how they can help 
thenation’s mammals, rep- 
tiles; birds and fish. 

“There are many things we 
can do to foster a healthy and 
abundant wildlife population in 
this country,'’ said Arnett. 
“Wildlife Week will emphasize 
education, legislation and 
citizen concern. 

“The preservation of wildlife 
habitat is one of the areas in 
which wildlife needs our help. In 
the past year, millions of dollars 
were spent’ by the federal 
government to preserve 
habitat, but billions were also 
spent to destroy it.” 

As an example of legislation 
benefitting wildlife, Arnett cited 
the 1977 law regulating strip 
mining. “This act, requiring 
restoration of land, will aid 
wildlife in some areas," he said. 

“And some of our threatened 
and endangered species are 
making comebacks thanks to 
other environmental protection 
laws — on water pollution, 
coastal zoning and ocean 
dumping. 

“The National 
mental Protection Act, 


Environ- 
the 


Endangered Species Act, and_ 


the national wildlife refuge 
system are also important and 
have helped, for instance, to 
replenish the whooping crane 
population from a low of fewer 
than 25 birds to more than 100 
whoopers today.” 

“What we need,” Arnett emi: 
phasized, “is a strong feeling 
for and full understanding of the 
ties between men, wildlife and 
the’ environment. When 
everyone understands their 
interdependence, then the 
outlook will be better for all 
three.”

Auto batteries—a_ 
cold weather danger 


Nearly 8,000 injuries from car 
batteries occur each year, three 
quarters of them involving the 
eyes, reports Jim O'Neil, safety 
specialist for the National 
Society for the Prevention of 
Blindness. 

“A car battery can become a 

- highly explosive bomb," O'Neil 
warns “The colder the 
weather, the weaker the bat- 
teries become and the more 
likely the chance they won’t 
respond when needed. 

“Re-energizing a dead bat- 
tery can lead to serious injuries, 
especially when proper starting 
procedures are not followed. 

“Still, most drivers tend to 
ignore the dangers involved 
and, with 120 million drivers 
‘registered in the U.S., this is no 
small problem.’" 

Explosions can and do occur 
when an open flame is used to 
check battery water level, and 
when emergency — starting 
cables and rapid-charging 
devices are misused. Flying 
debris also takes a heavy toll. 

Filled with a mixture of 
sulfuric acid and water, car 
batteries generate hydrogen 
gas which is easily ignited. A 
spark or flame near this 
dangerous gas can produce a 
blast forceful enough to send 
battery acid and fragments 
flying. 

“The careless motorist using 
a match or cigarette lighter to 
peek into battery filler ports is 
really asking for trouble,”’ 
O'Neil says. 

Cleaning battery terminals 
poses another danger, should 
corrosion deposits scraped or 
chipped off get into the eyes. 

Drivers are reminded to keep 
hands away from the eyes after 
contact with battery corrosion; 
it can cause severe chemical 
burns. 

Immediate, continuous 
flushing of the eyes with water 
for 15 minutes is recommended 
should battery corrosion or acid 
get into the eyes. Then see a 
doctor, O'Neil advises. 

In an effort to minimize the

risk of injury during battery 
jumping, the Society recom- 
mends this step-by-step 
procedure: 

Before attaching the cables 

—Extinguish all cigarettes 
and pocket all matches and 
lighters. 

—Position the cars so the 
jumper cables will reach both 
batteries, but do not allow the 
vehicles to touch 

—Turn off the ignition and 
accessories in both cars, put the 
shift lever in the park or neutral 
position, and set the emergency 
brake. 

—Remove caps from both 
batteries to vent dangerous 
gases, and check for ice in the 
battery water. DO NOT JUMP 
START A FROZEN BATTERY. 

—Be sure the booster battery 
and the dead battery are the 
same voltage. (12-volt batteries 
generally have six filler ports, 
while 6-volt batteries usually 
have only three ports. Tractors 
and other power farm vehicles 
and some imported cars may 
require special starting 
procedures; follow manufac- 
turer's instructions.) 

‘Then: 

1, Connect one jumper cable 
clamp to the positive (+) pole 
of the dead battery, and the 
other end of the same cable to 
the positive (+) pole of the 
booster battery. 

2. Connect the second cable to 
the negative (—) pole of the 
booster battery, clamping the 
other end to the engine block of 
the car with the dead battery, 
on the side away from the 
battery. 

3. Start the car with the good 
battery; then the disabled car.

Granite City.Fire Chief Don 


Parente has filed charges with 
the Board of Fire and Police 
Commissioners against 
Engineer Thomas Jenkins, a 
fireman, alleging Jenkins has 
moved outside of the city. 
Parente said state statutes 


and Granite City Fire Depart-‘s 


ment rules require firemen to 
reside inside the city boun- 
daries. He said that when 
questions regarding Jenkins’ 
residency arose, he requested 
the Granite City Police 
Department to conduct an in- 
vestigation. 

The police report alleged 
Jenkins had moved from 2439 
State St. to a farmhouse at 
Rural Route One, Granite City, 
on West Pontoon Road near 
Rock Road. 

Parente said Jenkins was 
informed late last week that 
charges would be filed with the 
board of commissioners and he 
verbally resigned at that time. 

Jenkins did not report for 
work Friday, but Saturday he 
notified- Weldon Burch, com- 
mission chairman, that he 
would fight the charges, 
Parente related. 

“We do not know what his 
status is, at this time — whether 
his verbal resignation has legal 
standing or not — but I have not 
suspended him and the com- 
missioners have not acted yet,” 
Parente said, noting he plans to 
meet with City Attorney Lance 
Callis this evening for a legal 
opinion on the case. 


Withheld tax 
reports due 


Employers have until 
Tuesday, Jan. 31, to report 
Social Security and federal 
income taxes withheld for the 
last quarter of 1977 and to pay 
any taxes due, Ira S. Loeb, 
Internal Revenue Service 
district director for central and 
southern Illinois, said this week. 
If the quarterly tax liability 
(reduced by any deposit) is $200 
or more, the unpaid balance 
must be deposited 
“Employers who make timely 
deposits in Federal Reserve or 
authorized commercial banks 
of the full amount of the tax due 
are exempt from this deadline. 
They are allowed until Feb. 10 
to file Form 941, Employer’s 
Quarterly Federal Tax 
Return.” 

Any balance of federal 
unemployment tax not over $100 
for 1977 should be paid by Jan. 
31, and Form 940 should be filed 
by this date. 

Balances of tax due over $100 
require the employer to make a 
deposit with FTD Form 508. As 
with Form 941, taxpayers who 
deposit the full amount of tax on 
time have until Feb. 10 to file 
the return. 

Loeb emphasized that em- 
ployers who received the. 
preaddressed Form 940 and 
Form 941 in the mail should use 
them to file their report. 

Those persons who did not 
receive the preaddressed forms 
can obtain forms from their IRS 
office. 

IRS Publication 15, “Circular 
E — Employer’s Tax Guide,” 
provides further information on 
these taxes and is available free 
from most local IRS offices.

Telephones in service grew to

Meanwhile, the total number * 


of Ilinois Bell employees 
dropped more than 200 to 37,090, 
reflecting continued efficiency 
improvements and employee 
productivity.

J. Bakalis has released to 
members of. the General 
Assembly a new, computerized 
method of forecasting Illinois 
employment and economic 
conditions as much as three 
years in advance. 

Ina letter to members of the 
legislature, Bakalis said, ‘This 
study describes what we have 
accomplished in the first phase 
of our efforts to develop a model 
of the Illinois economy.” 

Comptroller Bakalis said the 
economic model by itself is not 
designed to predict state 
revenues, but rather to forecast 
employment and personal’ in- 
come for Illinois residents. 

It can, however, be used in 
conjunction with an Illinois tax 
revenue module, which is 
currently being developed, to 
more accurately forecast state 
revenues for the seven largest 
tax sources, he added. 

“This model takes the same 
computerized techniques which 
national economic forecasters 
use, and applies them 
specifically to. Illinois. It con- 
tains 50 functional equations 
which are applied to the six 
basic sectors of the Illinois 
economy: industry, wages, non- 
wage income, agriculture, 
construction and population,” 
said Bakalis. 

“To my knowledge, this has 
never been done at the state 
level in Illinois. Until now, 
Illinois economists were forced 
to be content to interpret 
national figures as they might 
affect this state."

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March state primary election races begin to stir interest 


Press-Record Springield Bureau—Not 
as exciting as in 1976, but interesting 
nevertheless. 

That’s the Statehouse view of the 
upcoming 1978 Illinois primary campaign, 
which comes to a climax on election day 
March 21. 

The completion of the filing process set 
the stage for the primary contests, with 
serious campaigning due to start soon. + 

It probably will be years before there is 
any -primary battle to match the bitter 
struggle of 1976, when then Secretary of 
State Michael J. Howlett beat incumbent 
Gov. Dan Walker in the Democratic 
primary. That was one for history. 

There is a Democratic contest for the 
governor nomination this year, but no one 
is taking it too. seriously. Perennial 
candidate Dakin Williams is challenging 
the organization choice, state Comptroller 
Michael J, Bakalis. 

However, professional politicians will be 
watching carefully to see how well Bakalis 
runs in various areas of the state, including 
the Chicago wards. 

Bakalis enters the governor's race as one 
of the most decided underdogs in recent 
Illinois political history. The consensus in 
State political circles is to give him about 
as much chance against Republican 
incumbent James R. Thompson as Alf 
Landon had against Franklin Roosevelt 

Somewhere along the line Bakalis is 
going to have to climb out of the political 
cellar and convince, first his own party and 
then the voting public, that he is a serious 
contender. 

The primary joust with Williams might 
be helpful in this regard. Z 

Should Bakalis clobber Williams in 
grand style it would indicate to skeptics 
that the Democrats do consider him 
genuine threat to Thompson and are 
determined to make a sincere effort in his 
behalf 

By the same token, if Williams should 
make a surprisingly strong showing, then 
clouds of doom that presently hover. over 
the Democrats would thicken and even the 
most faithful would lose hope.

Endorsed candidate Jerome Cosentino 
of Chicago, for treasurer, has opposition 
from Ning Shepherd of Winnetka. In the 
comptroller's race, organization candidate 
Roland W. Burris, also of Chicago, is 
opposed by state Rep. Richard Luft of 
Pekin. 

The two races represent a direet 
Chicago versus Downstate face-off. 
Because there are far more Democratic 
primary voters in Chicago than Downstate, 
Cosentine and Burris are favored. 

But if Nina Shepherd or Luft come 
clos not to mention winning, the 
significance for the future would be 
profound

Parking lot 
financing is 
discussed 


What some aldermen con- 
sider an impasse between 
merchants of downtown Granite 
City and the city on joint pur- 
chase of a parking lot on Edison 
Avenue south of 19th Street will 
be turned over to City Attorney 
Lance Callis to resolve, the city 
council decided Tuesday night. 

Since Oct, 3, 1969, merchants 
and the city have been jointly 
purchasing the lot for a total of 
$40,149 from Granite City Trust 
and Savings Barik. The original 
agreement was signed by 
Downtown Granite City, Inc., 
which ceased operations in 
September. 

‘The original agreement 
called for monthly payments to 
$329 per month for 15 years, 
with the city paying $204 a 
month and the. merchants 
paying the remainder, after 
income from parking meters on 
the lot was deducted. 

The merchants discontinued 
their payments in February 
1977 die to problems within 
Downtown Granite City, it was 
asserted Tuesday. In August, 
storeowners paid $700, 
representing all of the 
payments due from March until 
Downtown Granite City 
dissolved, a spokesman said. 

Storeowners then wanted to 
seek a new agreement, 
proposing that each merchant 
rent a specified number of 
spaces in the lot, rather than 
having a general payment from 
any organization, it was’ ex- 
plained. 

The council rejected the 
proposal but agreed not to. take 
any action while discussions to 
resolve:the problem continued

Backlog in 


- compensation 


case appeals 


Steve Maragides, a candidate 
for the Democratic nomination 
for state senator, said this week 
that if elected he would support 
legislation to enlarge the Illinois 
Industrial Commission from 
five to seven commissioners 
because the caseload of work- 
men’s compensation hearings 
has “reduced that body to 
shambles.” 

The Industrial Commission is 
the agency that administers the 
Illinois Workman’s Com- 
pensation Act, and adjudicates 
compensation disputes between 
employers and employees, 
Maragides said. 

“The caseload is so large for 
the five commissioners that 
they are ignoring many cases to 
such an extent that the com- 
missioners are not even reading 
the hearing transcripts," he 
asserted. 

Himself a workman's com- 
pensation lawyer for 11 years, 
Maragides ‘explained the 
procedure as follows: “The 
initial workman’s com- 
pensation_hearing is heard by 
an arbitrator. If either the 
employer or employee is 
dissatisfied with the decision of 
the arbitrator, the dissatisfied 
party may seek a review — an” 
appeal — of his case by the 
commissioners. 

“One of the’members of the 
commission has confidedsto me 
privately that in many  in- 
stances the transcripts of ar- 
bitration hearing are not even 
being read by the com- 
missioner. 

“The effect of this is that the 
employer or employee paying 
the cost of having his. case 
appealed is not even getting the 


benefit of receiving a bonafide _ 


review, 

“In many cases, the com- 
missioners take the attitude 
that they do not have sufficient 
time to study a case and, 
therefore, have the feeling that 
the arbitrator knows more 
about the case than the com- 
missioner does. So the com- 
missioner merely rubber 
stamps his approval, affirming 
the arbitrator's decision . 

“The shortage of com- 
missioners has also caused a 
backlog of hearings, so that 
many injured and disabled 
employees are required to wait 
months to receive their work- 
man’s compensation. 

“I also would introduce 
language into the statute that 
would assign one of the new 
commissioners permanently 
and exclusively to downstate 
Illinois cases in order to handle 
the backlog of downstate cases. 
At present, all commissioners 
are home-based in Chicago and 
some make periodic sweeps into 
downstate Illinois to handle 
cases that accumulate here.” 

Maragides said the shortage 
of commissioners is further 
aggravated because there is one 
vacancy on the commission and” 
another commissioner is in- 
capacitated because of a heart 
attack. Thus, at present there 
are only three working com- 
missioners, he contended.

Sled safety hints

For many, many years, sleds 
have been popular Christmas 
gifts for children. And, about 
this time of year, many children 
are out enjoying their Christ- 
mas sleds 
. some of them 

injured in 


Unfortunate! 
are also being 
sledding accidents. 

The Illinois Department of 
Public Health has some safety 
tips that may help your child 
avoid a sledding accident 

1. Make sure the sled is 
gonstructed well. It should not 
have split or splintered wood, or 
metal parts that are bent out of 
shape. 

2. The sled should not have 
any sharp, jagged edges or 
protruding rivets. 

3. It should have a protective 
guard or bumper over the metal 
front bar to prevent cuts and 
other injuries in case of a 
collision. 

4. The sled should 
easily, without ‘jamming 

5. It should have secure 
handholds and a place to tie on a 
Fope 

When using the sled: 

1. Walk over the sliding area 
before using it. Look for bumps, 
tree stumps, boulders, ice and 
bare spots. If these’ hazards 
cannot be removed or repaired, 
do not use that part of the slope. 

2. Supervise children who are 
inexperienced in using a sled 
Make sure their first sliding is 
done on short, gradual slopes 
that are not cluttered with 
debris or bumps. 

3. Warn children not to push, 
shove or otherwise use 
while riding sleds. 

4. Figure out ahead of time 
how to stop the sled or. get off 
safely in an emergency. Learn 
how to roll sideways off the sled 
to lessen injury in case of a 
collision. 

5. Do not slide through traffic 
intersections or across streets, 
even if there are no cars in 
sight. They can appear sud- 
denly “‘out of nowhere.” 

6. Hold or tie the ropes on the 
top of the sled to keep them 
from slipping underneath and 
causing an abrupt stop. 

7. Don’t slide unti] the slope is 
clear of nearby sledders. 

8. Move off busy slopes 
quickly when you reach the 
bottom to prevent collision with 
other sledders. 


9. Watk back up the slope 
along a side path out of the way 
of those coming down. 

‘10. Never tie a sled to the back 
of a car. When the automobile

stops, the moving sled can 
easily slide under the car, 
causing serious injury to the 
person riding the sled.

Most Illinois congressmen 
favored in primary voting

The prospect of a primary 
election shake-up in the Illinois 
Congressional delegation is 
considered «unlikely by 
Congressional and campaign 
staff sources here. 

And the likelihood of the 
general election producing 
more than one or two changes in 
the House seats—now split 12-12 
by Republicans and 
Democrats—is viewed as 
equally remote. 

Only Republican Reps. John 
B. Anderson of Rockford and 
- Robert McClory of Lake Bluff 
face serious challenges in the 
March 21 primary. Both are 


moderates facing conservative , 


rivals. 

The threat to Anderson posed 
by the Rev. Don Lyon is 
regarded as having more 
chance for success than the 
challenge to McClory posed by 
Elgin Mayor Richard Verbic. 

The Anderson-Lyon race has 
become a test of whether or not 
the GOP will tolerate liberal 
views in the ranks of its 
leadership. 

Anderson, the number three 
Republican in the House, , has 
emerged as a national figure 
and spokesman for. the 
moderate wing while becoming 
increasingly distant from his 
Northwestern Illinois district. 

As one national Republican 
Congressional Committee 
source put it: 

“It's not his liberalism per se; 
it is things like voting against B- 
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1 bombers when Sundstrand 
Corp. in Rockford makes 
components for B-15's.”’ 

Anderson also made what 
some consider a tactical error 
in criticizing the Republican 
right wing for not being more 
open in a speech to GOP 
moderates in Michigan in 
November, 

The feeling is that he should 
be building bridges, not burning 
them. 

Anderson recently has been 
trying to do just that. He has 
refrained from attacks on the 
conservatives, spent more time 
in the district, and sought help 
from such party notables as 
former President Gerald Ford 
and ex-secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger. 

McClory’s situation is a little 
different. He has a geographic 
edge since more Republican 
voters are located in the nor- 
thern end of the Northeastern 
Illinois district than in the 
southern end where Verbic 
resides. 

The verbic campaign does not 
appear to be gathering 
momentum or substantial 
support from GOP leaders, who 
would prefer to defer the 
scramble for McClory’s seat 
until he retires. 

Age is a factor, as McClory is 
69 

But McClory is one of the 
more active Illinois 
representatives, looks younger 
than his years and has avoided 
responding to  Verbic’s 
suggestion that it is time for 
him to step aside. 

The advantages of |in- 
cumbency make both Anderson 
and McClory the favorites, and 
their districts are so heavily 

Republican that a primary 
victory would be tantamount to 
re-election. 

In the general election, 
Republicans have a shot at 
gaining one or tyfo seats, and it 
is unlikely they will lose any. 
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The best chances for 
Republican gains lie in the 10th 
District along Chicago's North 
Shore and in the 22nd District in 
Southeastern [linois, a 
marginal district long the 
target of the GOP. 

Rep. Abner Mikva, D- 
Evanston, was re-elected in the 
10th District by only 201 votes in 
1976, and seven Republicans are 
competing for the chance to 
take him on this time. 

Rep. George Shipley, D- 
Olney, is vacating Congress 
after 20 years, and there are 
primary fights on both sides to 
see who will compete for his 
22nd District seat. 

State Sen. Terry Bruce and 
Robert Watson, Shipley’s 
brother-in-law, are the prime 
contenders among the quartet 
to Democratic nomination 
seekers. 

State Rep. Roscoe Cun- 
ningham, R-Lawrenceville, is 
the favorite in the three-man 
GOP contest that includes 
millionaire real estate 
developer Gene Stunkel and 
dentist Dan Crane, both of 
Danville. 

There’s also a’ touch of 
political nepotism in the 
Republican primary. Crane is 
the brother of Rep. Philip 
Crane, R-Mt. Prospect, one of 
the leading conservative 
spokesmen in Congress. 

Republicans have a long shot 
at the seat in Chicago’s Third 
District held by Rep. Martin 
Russo, D-Glencoe, who spent 
about $170,000 last time to Win a 
second term with 59 per cent of 
the vote. He is being challenged 
by former State Rep. Robert 
Dunne, an articulate Irish 
Catholic from Chicago. 

The only GOP seat viewed as 
possibly vulnerable is the 15th 
District seat held by Tom 
Corcoran, R-Ottawa. And his 
vulnerability stems largely 
from the fact that most fresh- 
men are considered open 
targets. 

Corcoran’s situation is the 
reverse of what is was in 1976. 
Then he-was the comparative 
unknown who. had to fight a 
primary battle to challenge an 
incumbent Dwight Democrat, 
Tim Hall, who was serving his 
first tern. 

Now Hall, out of the spotlight 
for two years, has to defeat 
Wedron farmer Billy Newsome 
in the primary to get a rematch 
with Corcoran. 

Corcoran won in 1976 with 
nearly 54 percent of the vote. 
With the edges an incuntbent 
has in getting his name across 
to the voters, both Corcoran’s 
staff and the NRCC source 
expect he could win with as 
much as 60 percent in a 
rematch. 


Rep. Dawson Mathis, D-Ga., 
another Agriculture Committee 
member, wants to move to 100 
per cent parity for all com- 
modities except tobacco. 

A-move to full parity would 
dwarf anticipated farm 
program spending which 
already exceeds earlier limits 
suggested by the Carter ad- 
ministration. 

Raising target prices to 100 
per cent of parity would cost an 


estimated $15 billion a year for 
just corn, wheat and cotton — 
and in excess of $50 billion of 100 
per cent parity were extended 
to all commodities, an aide to 
Agriculture Secretary Bob 
Bergland says. 

The price supports, subsidies 
and other direct aid to farmers 
contained in the farm bill were 
price tagged at $6.3 billion.

Supplemental income 
aids aged or disabled

Q. What is SSI? 

A. Supplemental security 
income (SSI) is a federal 
program that pays monthly 
checks to people in financial 
need who are 65 or older and to 
people in need at any age who 
are blind or disabled. 

The aim"of the program is to 
provide monthly checks when 
they are needed so that anyone 
who is 65 or older or blind or 
disabled can have a basic cash 
income—for one person, $177.80 
a month ($167.80 before July 
1977), and for a married couple 
$266.70 ($251.80 before July 
1977). 

This doesn’t mean that every 
eligible person gets that much 
in his or her SSI check every 
month. Some people get less 
because they already have 
other income. 

Q. Who can qualify? 

A. People who have little or no 
regular cash income and who do 
not own much in the way ,f 
property or other things that 
can be turned into cash, such as 
stocks, bonds, jewelry or other 
valuables, may get SSI 

In addition, eligibility for 
checks based on blindness or 
disability depends on the 
severity of ‘the applicant’s 
condition. 

To be considered disabled, a 
person must be unable ‘to 
engage in substantial gainful 
work because of a physical or 
mental impairment which has 
lasted — (or is expected to last) 
— for at least 12 months or 
which can be expected to result 
in death. 

Blindness under the SSI 
program is defined as central 
visual acuity of 20-200 or less in 
the better eye with the use of a 
corrective lens or visual field 
restriction of 20 degrees or less. 

Even those who have never 
worked can be aided. 

Q. What about things people 
own? 

A. A person who is single (or 
married, but not living with his 
or her spouse) can have assets 
worth up to $1,500 and still get 
checks. 

The amount for a couple is 
$2,250. Assets include savings 
accounts, stocks, bonds, 
jewelry and other valuables a 
person or couple owns. 

Not everything owned counts 
as an asset. A home doesn’t 
count. And the federal govern- 
ment does not ask for liens on 
the homes af people who get 


Serena effects or household 
goods also do not count as assets 
in most cases.: Insurance 
policies or a car may not affect 
eligibility, either, depending on 
their value. 

Q. Is SSI the same as Social 
Security? 

A. No, supplemental security 
income is not the same as Social 
Security, even though the 
program is run by ‘the Social 
Security Administration. 

The money for SSI checks 
comes from general funds of.the 
U.S. treasury. 

Social Security benefits are 
paid from contributions of

Muskie, D-Maine, has said a 
Congressional Budget Office 
study shows the bill, coupled 
with administration policy, will 
result in outlays of $8.1 billion to 
$8.4 billion.

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Rail cooperation proposal 


Standard gauge track and 
monetary woes are among the 
things rail lines serving the 
Midwest have in common. 

John Ingram sees no reason 
why Midwestefn railroads 
should not share their physical 
resources to save their financial 
resources. 

And federal aid in the form of 
loans and loan guarantees to 
rehabilitate track-beds would 
keep the arrangement rolling. 

Ingram is president of the 
Rock Island Railroad, which 
has been operating in 
bankruptcy for nearly three 
years. 

He calls his idea ‘farm rail." 

It is basically a proposal to 
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trim costs by allowing railroads 
to share their spiderwebs of 
tracks, railyards and other 
facilities without violating 
federal Anti-trust laws. 

Ingram sketched his idea 
before a U.S. House Tran- 
sportation Subcommittee 
hearing into why the Chicago, 
Milwaukee and Pacific 
Railroad went bankrupt. 

He will outline in greater 
detail how the lines might share 
facilities at public meetings on 
rail problems being held 
through today at Chicago's 
Conrad Hilton Hotel: 

Transportation Secretary 
Brock Adams called the 
meetings under a provision of 
the Railroad Reform Law which 
allows such sessions to be held 
with immunity from anti-trust 
actions. 


Taking part will be Adams, 
Federal Railroad 
Administration officials and 
representatives of the rail lines. 

“Tt is only a concept now,” 
said Chris Knhapton, vice 
president for public relations 
for the Rock Island Railroad. 

“It does not involve corporate 
mergers — just corporate 
cooperation.” 


He said they are proposing a 
“Joose consortium” of railroads 
that would include the Rock 
Island, appropriate lines of the 
bankrupt Milwaukee Railroad, 
the Iowa and South Dakota lines 
of the Illinois Central Gulf and 
possibly the Missouri, Kansas 
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and Texas and the Kansas City 
Southern railroads. 

“Because of the anti-trust 
laws, we have been staying 
away from having any sub- 
stantive talks with them (the 
other lines),”” Knapton said. 

The voluntary response from 
the other lines has been guarded 
at best. 

“We have run into a little bit 
of provincialism,”. Knapton 
said. 

At the subcommittee hearing, 
a telegram was received by the 
chairman from an official of the 
Kansas, City Southern which 
said, in effect, that the line was 
solvent and did not want to be 
included until it heard more 
about the proposition. 

To be successful, Knapton 
said, “farm rail” will require 
the cooperation of railroads, 
railroad unions, state planning 
agencies and the Federal 
Railroad Administration. 

The FRA has an ap- 
propriation of $1 billion for loan 
guarantees and $600 million for 
direct, low interest loans for 
railroad rehabilitation. 

He said the FRA so far has 
approyed loans and guarantees 
totaling less than $100 million. 

There is no clear idea how 
much federal money would be 
needed because the specifics of 
the proposed cooperative 
venture are yet to be deter- 
mined. 

Knapton said the sharing of 
facilities not only would im- 
prove railroads’ financial 
situation but also could speed up 
shipments. 

“We could serve just as many 
shippers, and we would be 
competitive,” he said. 

"It would mean, for example, 
that there would not be a need 
for both the Rock Island and 
Milwaukee lines to maintain 
two side-by-side rail yards at 
Council Bluffs, lowa 

Nor-would there be a need for 
two or more lines to maintain 
separate tracks between the 
same points. 

Freight trains also could run 
through to their destinations, 
instead of switching when they 
come to another line’s tracks, 
he said. 

Not everyone is as en- 
thusiastic about the idea as 
Knapton. 

A key member of the Tran- 
‘sportation Subcommittee staff 
said that bringing together 
financially ailing railroads is 
“like putting together two sick 
people and saying it will make 
them well.” 

“ At this point, the sub- 
committee is neither endorsing 
nor rejecting the idea.

“Illinois law makes the 
taxpayer alone responsible for 
his or her tax return,” Gary V. 
Ey, manager of the depart- 
ment’s income tax processing 
division, points out. 

“That means the taxpayer is 
responsible for any errors or 
omissions on the return, and 
he’s the one who'd have to pay 
any interest or penalties that 
may result.” 

Ey called most tax preparers 
“honest and competent 
professionals who perform a 
valuable service. They won't 
mind if you ask about their 
qualifications or fee schedule in 
advance.” 


Ey advises: taxpayers to be 
suspicious of any tax preparer 
who: 

—Promises a large refund or 
uses his address for any refund 
due. 

—Refuses to sign the return 
as the preparer. A preparer is 
required to sign along with the 
filer. 

—Requires a percentage of 
the refund. 

—Asks the taxpayer to sign a 
blank or incomplete return or a 
return made out in pencil. 

Taxpayers. who suspect 
improper activities by a 
preparer may contact the 
revenue department's 
Investigation Division in 
Chicago at 312-793-3101. 

General tax information and 
assistance are available free of 
charge by calling the Depart- 
ment of Revenue toll-free at 1- 
800-252-8972. 


A correctly completed return 
filed early is the best way to 
insure a quicker refund of state 
income. tax overpayments, Ey 


_ adds. 


“Taxpayers who file an ac- 
curate return early in the filing 
season can speed the time it 
takes to receive refunds,” 

The department, which 
processes returns on a “first- 
come, first-served basis, ex- 
pects to issue refunds to more 
than half of the state’s 4.5 
million income tax filers. 

The tax filing deadline is 
midnight April 17. 

“As the deadline approaches, 
the volume of returns coming 
into the department is greater,” 
Ey said, “and the time to 
process returns grows. A person 
filing now can avoid the 
deadline rush."” 

Ey also said the department's 


Statistics show that taxpayers, 
who wait until-late in the tax 
filing period to send in returns 
are more likely to make errors, 
which can delay processing and 
refunds. 

He said errors that must be 
corrected through 
correspondence can double: or 
triple the time to process a 
return. 

“Even a slight oversight like 
forgetting to sign a return or not 
including a, W-2 can delay a 
refund for weeks,” he said.

_ Reliving childhood games, 
overcoming a personal fear and 
being a participant-observer in 
a setting where I have had 
prejudices without reason made 
an interview at the Alton Mental 
Health Center a unique ex- 
perience. 

I attended a class at the 
Center taught by Prof. Edwin 
Lawrence of Southern Iljnois 
University at Edwardsville and 
his assistant Yvonne Moran, a 
graduate of SIUE in art. 

The class is for the 
developmentally disabled. Prof. 
Lawrence is attempting to 
stimulate their interests in 
painting, singing and basic 
movement sessions. 

The class is administered by 
the SIUE Office of Off Campus 
Programs. But this particular 
project is funded by the Illinois 
Humanities Council. 

I had expected the class to 
take place in a big, empty, 
impersonal atmosphere. 

Instead, I found warmth and a 
mixture of recreational items 
for the clients. It reminded me 
of being in kindergarten, where 
we learned to play games that 
helped us become more viable 
persons. 

‘My first encounter with one of 
the ‘clients was during his 
curiosity about my camera and 
tape recorder, which made me 
apprehensive. I smiled 
pleasantly, but I was afraid. 

I must concede I was not 
certain what my fears entailed 
completely. I answered the 
questions 

Then my first rude awakening 
occurred: He was a gentle 
person. He was like a child 
questioning his parents, 

Prof. Lawrence had assured 
me there would be no problems 
as an observer-participant. 
Reluctantly, I agreed; actually, 
I wanted to say, ‘Can't we 


conduct the interview in 
another setting?” 

At that particular moment, I 
couldn’t see any benefit for the 
clients or myself with my 
participation. 

The first activity concerned 
clients discussing their pain- 
tings that had been done 
previously. Some of their in- 
terpretations were quite in- 
teresting) This gave me a 
feeling of guilt with my. im- 
pressions. 

The developmentally disabled 
are people—not that I had an 
alternative for them. It just 
seemed that I took things for 
granted. 

Prof. Lawrence mentioned it 
was hard sometimes to sustain 
a conversation with his clients, 
but he urged their participation 
in a relaxed manner. 

Clients are never forced into 
an activity, I learned from my 
observation. They are en- 
couraged like children are 
encouraged to participate. 

As I listened to their in- 
terpretations of their work, 
Yvonne Moran informed me 
that colors for the clients have 
symbolic meanings. 

“We are not assuming the 
colors have a _ universal 
meaning for everyone. You 
have to look at patterns, verbal 
comments ‘with non-verbal 
comments,” she said. 

I was surprised at the ease 
with which she and Prof. 
Lawrence worked with the 
clients. There was a genuine 
concern which was not staged 
for my presence. 

They listened to what the 
clients were saying; the clients 
listened to them. And it was a 
moment when one human being 
was communicating with 
another instead of talking at 
each other. 

“Their understanding is 
reflected in their _par- 
ticipation,” said Prof.

Lawrence. “We are hoping they 
will understand the basic 
movement concepts and then 
translate them into art 
material.” 

Miss Moran informed me that 
some of the clients’ can be 
productive members of society. 
“They have a better un- 
derstanding of their 
capabilities. Some clients do 
resist because they don’t desire 
to change. Therefore, our ex- 
pectations-vary,” she said. 

She added that the trend has 
been to get away ‘from in- 
stitutions to community 
rehabilitation. 

‘The next activity was a 
surprise to me. The clients, 
instructors and myself had to 
work as a group on a mural with 
chalk. 

T felt silly doing this because I 
hadn’t done anything of this sort 
since grade school. It was fun. 

The client sitting beside me 
fascinated me so much that I 
found myself assisting him with 
his drawing. I not only saw 
everyone working together; 
they were expressing what was 
concerning them. 

Later, I found the client I had 
helped on the drawing had been 
using only one color until I 
worked with him. 

At this particular moment, it 
seemed important to me that I 
listen to what was being said, to. 
help the clients create and do 
something for someone...or 
maybe myself? 

The next activity was basic 
dance movement. Prof. 
Lawrence played a violin while 
everyone performed basic 
movements led by Miss Moran. 

The clients do this to help 
them get a feel of the music, 
according to Prof. Lawrence. 
He hopes they will take the 
experience into their drawings. 

We ended the class by singing 
arfd dancing. 

I have witnessed great 
dramatic moments in theater 
and in concert performances, 
but the way the class ended 
affected me more. 

One of the clients had been 
humming \ and singing 
“Mockingbird” throughout the 
entire session. As we were 
preparing to leave, everyone 
was standing in a circle, and he 
was singing: 

“Hush little baby; don’t you 
cry. Momma's going to buy you 
a mockingbird. And if that 
mockingbird don't — sing, 
momma’s going to buy you a 
diamond ring.” 

He believed there would 
always be someone there.

Indian tribes helping to make 
new type of Army camouflage 


Secretary of the Army Clif- 
ford L. Alexander Jr. has signed 
two minority defense contracts 
totaling more than $15 million 
that were negotiated with the 
Small Business Administration 
and the U.S. Army Troop 
Support and Aviation Materiel 
Readiness Command 
(TSARCOM) here. 

The contracts will be 
processed through the SBA to 
the A & S. Tribal Industries, 
Poplar, Mont., in the amount of 
$3,325,000 and to the Devils Lake 
Sioux Manufacturing Corp., Ft. 
Totten, N.D., and the Brun- 
swick Corp., sponsor of the 
Devils Lake Sioux, in the 
amount of $12,342,400. 

To date, including these 
awards, the total value of 
defense contracts to both 
companies for camouflage units 
is more than $73,700,538. 

The Tribal Industries con- 
tract is for production of 40,000 
basic aig multi-purpose 
camouflage nets. The nets are 
part of the Army's lightweight 
camouflage system. The con- 
tract award to Sioux Indians is 
for production of 20;000 light- 
weight camouflage screening 
systems and support systems. 

Representing A & S at the 
ceremony in the Pentagon were 
Sidney Morris, general 
manager, and Norman Hollow, 
tribal chief of Ft. Peck Tribes. 
Representing the Devils Lake 
manufacturing firm were B. J. 
Richmond, general manager, 
and Carl McKay, tribal chief, 
and representing the Defense 
Products Division of Brunswick 
was Herb Ennis, president. 

Also in attendance at the 
award signing were Major 
General Richard H. Thompson, 
commanding general, and 
Harris E. Clark, representing 
the Small Business Office of 
TSARCOM. 

“The art of hiding materiel is 
no longer a simple process," 
Gen. Thompson said. 

“Reconnaisance planes are 
equipped with sophisticated 
radar and infrared cameras 
that easily detect military 
equipment hidden under con- 
ventional camouflage nets. 

“Thus, the Army will spend 
well over $100 million to provide 
the updated, deceptive, pole-

supported nets that cover tanks, 
guns and personnel in the field. 

“The Army has ordered 60,000 
of the new camouflage units and 
it expects to buy an additional 
100,000 units over the next three 
years. Each unit is composed of 
two nets that can cover 100 
square yards. 

“To fool most radar sensors, 
the netting incorporates slivers 
of stainless steel. 

“These slivers are shaped 
and distributed so that they 
absorb and scatter the radar 
signal instead of reflecting the 
beam. The radar sensor does 
not display a blip on the screen 


from the metal equipment 
hidden by the netting. 

“Color pigments have been 
selected and combined so they 
resemble the surrounding 
terrain, woodland-desert-ar- 
ctic. They not only fool the 
naked eye and conventional 
film, but also special 
camouflage detection film in 
the near-infrared region of the 
spectrum. 

“While not entirely foolproof 
to some infrared sensors, the 
nets represent a big advance. 
They are lighter, easier to pack 
and easier to erect than the 
conventional burlap nets.”
